Mr. Bryan doesn’t belong to the tin 
horn brigade, but the following from 
his Commoner shows that be is not 
averse to blowing his own born just a 
little: It was very gratifying to meet 
In every State visited on my recent 
trip, readers ol The Commoner, and to 
learn from them that the paper is giv. 

As has been said be- 
fore, the paper does not attempt to give 
all the general news, but it does intend 
to keep its readers informed ai to im- 
portant political events and to supply 
them with arguments which will enable 
them to defend democratic principles 
and policies. There are In every com* 
muoity those who do their own think- 
ing and who fortify themselves to dis- 
cuss political issues as they arise. To 
such— no matter to wbat party they be- 
long— The Commoner will be useful. 

It is mighty hard for Ex-Gov. Brad- 
ley to keep out of politics. Be said be 
was goiog to Louisville for the sole 
purpose of practicing law, but the fol- 
lowing will show that he is already 
dabbling in the political pot: Former 
Gov. Bradley advised Mr. James F. 
Grim-lead not to accept the republican 
nomination for mayor. Mr. Bradley 
ays no honest man could accept the 
nomination, and that tha republicans 
In Louisville can not win until Collec- 
tor Sapp's present power is taken from 
him 

The dispatches say that Gov. Dur- 
bin, of Indiana, honored a requisition 
from Gov. Beckham for two murderers 
wbo had tied to that State. The dis- 
patch doesn t add that the requisitions 
were for Taylor and Floley, but the de. 
mocracy and decency of Kentucky 
would have been gratified to have read 
such a statement and at the same time 
know there was no doubt about the 
truthfulness o f It. 

Booker Heed went on the war path 
at Louisville Saturday and got a head 
put on him by John Boro, a Sapp sup- 
porter. The worst feature of the mat- 
ter Is that afterwards when Reed ca- 
vorted arouod the streets with a pistol, 
pretending to be on the hunt for Boro 
the police, whom he defied, failed to 
arrest him He Is president of the 
board of aldermen and a law unto him- 
self. 

Senator McLaurin, of South Caro- 
lina, has very justly been ruled out of 
the democratic party of that State be- 
cause be misrepresents bis constituen- 
cy by affiliating with and voting for the 
measures of the republicans. The 
State democratic executive committee 
took such action and demanded that 
McLaurin tender bis resignation im- 
mediately. 

GRINSTEAD, nominated by the Sapp 
primary io Louisville, declines to ac- 
cept It and says be will not be a candi- 
date before the delegate convention 
called by the same authority, which 
has declared the primary off. The rads 
are In a hades of a Ux in Louisville as 
well as elsewhere.

Hon. Gerald T. Finn, of Franklin, is 
looming up oo the horizon as one of the 
probabilities as the successor to the 
1 late Judge I. H. Goodnight. 

Editor-Collector Sam Roberts has 
fired another broadside at Collector- 
Chairman Sapp, and has gone on to 
i Canton to attempt another tlank move- 
ment. 

The South Carolina Democratic 
5;ato Executive Committee adopted a 
resolution reading Senator McLaurin 
out of the democratic party. Senator 
Tillman supported the resolution. 

Chief Justice Leaoder J. Monks, of 
the Indiana supreme court, is said to 
have been chosen by Senator Fairbanks 
to succeed the late Judge Woods on the 
United plates circuit bench for the dis- 
trict composed of Indiana, Illinois and 
Wisconsin. 

Capt. A. N. Bentley proved himself a 
wise man, when be failed to put up bis 
money and enter the primary . The re- 
publicans of this county would not 
have nominated him, and his efforts for 
the place would have been useless. — 
Mt. Vernon Signal. 

The custom-house Inspectors claim 
they have not received official notifica- 
tion of the existence of free trade be- 
tween this country and Porto Rico, and 
they confiscated cigars and cigarettes 
belonging to passengers who arrived at 
Brooklyn from San Juan on the steam- 
ship Ponce.
